Silence having been enjoined by the 
crier, ' 

Mr. Oris (Secretary) Read the return 
on the fummons of Simuel Chafe,. made 
by Mr. Mathers, Sergeant at arms, who 
was iworn that he ferved the faid Samuel 
Ciafe with a copy of the fammons and a 
copy ofthe arucies of impeachment. 


Proclamation was made that Simucl 
Chafe appearcontormad'y tothe fummons, 
or that bis detault would be recorded. , 

Samuel Chafe appeared accordingly. 

The Prefident ot the Senate (Mr, Burr) 
informed Mr. Chafe, that having been 
jammoned toanfwer the articles of im- 
peachment exiibiced againft him by the 
Houwfe of Reprefentatives, the Senate were 
realy to receive any anfwer he had to 
make. Wer : 

Mr. Chafe requefted, in confideration 
of age and inficmity, the indalgeace of a 
chair, which being furnifhed, he feared 
himfelt near the area of the Senate’ cham. 
ber in front of the Prefident. The m:m. 
bers were feated in boxes covered with, 
crimfon on eavii fide of te Prefident and 
in a line with bis chair. 

’ Mr, Chale rofe, and made feveral obfer- 
vations of a general nature on the articles 
of impeachment. 


The Prefideut {aid this day had been ap- 
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' nointed to receive any anfwer he might 


make to them. 
Mr. Carafe faid his purpofe was to re- 


queft the allowanceot turther ume to put

The P.efident defired him to proceed. 

M:. Cnhale began lis arguments in favor 
at an extenfion of the time tor putting io his 
anfwer.
